“ and I was made a stockholder for 
24,000 shares.” 
Mellen said that because Inspector 
Byrnes of the New York police force 
wanted to do business with individ­ 
uals instead of a corporation the af­ 
fairs of the corporation were uncer­ 
tain. 
He then said there were about 
twenty-four due bills, covering about 
a quarter of a million dollars, issued 
in the transaction. 
He declared th a t!\ 
much of the stock remained in his 
name long after he had turned it over 
for exchange for tile

road stock. 
He said he drew down 
dividends on the stock but paid mon­ 
ey to Byrnes on demand, usually by 
messengers. 
The witness said he was

clared he did not know who was the 
original collector. 
He added: “ I firm­ 
ly believe that the West Chester and 
Port Chester railway systems were 
both projected for the solo purpose of 
holding up the New Haven road.”

He was chosen to suc­ 
ceed the late George F.* Baer as 
president of the Reading Company, 
which is the holding company for 
the railroad and coal companies 
which make up the system.

house of Drexel & Company at the 
age of seventeen. 
He is a direc­ 
tor in many 
railroad 
and 
steel 
manufacturing companies as well 
as of financial institutions, among 
them the Girard Trust Company. 
Mr. Stotesbury is very wealthy 
and his hobby is music. 
He has 
been a patron of grand opera in 
Philadelphia for years and person­ 
ally guaranteed to make up the 
deficit of one season himself.
